Wofergafe trial of Nixon's former aides delayed

WASHINGTON (AP) - The trial of 


former top Nixon aides in the Water- 
gate cover-up case will be delayed at 
least three weeks because of the mass 
of White House tapes to be used as evi- 
dence. 


The Supreme Court, however, has 


been asked to delay the case until next 
year because of what defense lawyers 
claim is adverse publicity stemming 
from Richard M. Nixon's resignation 
as president. 


U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica on 


Thursday reset the case for Sept. 30 af- 
ter the U.S. Court of Appeals here 
strongly suggested a delay of three to 


four weeks. 


But an attorney for former presiden- 


tial adviser John D. Ehrlichman filed 
an appeal with the Supreme Court a 
few hours later asking the vacationing 
justices to block the trial until at least 
Jan. 1. 
, , „. 
Defendants in the case include Lhr- 


hchman, formerly Nixon's chief do- 
mestic adviser; John N. Mitchell, for- 
mer attorney general and N i x o n 
campaign manager; and H.R. Halde- 
man, ex-White House chief of staff. 


Ehrlichman's appeal to the Supreme 


Court said the massive publicity sur- 
rounding Watergate in general, the re- 
cent 
impeachment 
proceedings and 


Nixon's resignation had created an at- 


mosphere which would make a lair 
trial impossible for the former Presi- 
dent's aides. 


The Watergate special prosecutor's 


office had joined defense lawyers in 
telling the Court of Appeals that the 
mountains of tapes and 
transcripts 


being delivered to them after screening 
by Sirica made it d i f f i c u l t to prepare 
for a Sept. 9 trial. Sirica had set the 
date six months ago, before the tapes 
issue arose. 


The a p p e a l s c o u r t responded 


Thursday, saying, "We suggest to the 
district judge that a continuance tor 
further trial preparation by all patties 
of perhaps three to four weeks would 
be appropriate in this case " 


Although the appeals court did not 


order Sirica to delay the trial, the sug- 
gestion carried with it the implication 
that any convictions could be over- 
turned on appeal if the lawyers could 
claim they had not had adequate time 
to prepare. 


The appeals court, however, ap- 


peared to reject the plea for a post- 
ponement until after Jan. 1 because of 
the publicity issue. 


Sirica had rejected both rationales 


for delay in a court hearing Monday, 
but acquiesced on the preparation issue 
less than two hours after the higher 
court's ruling. 


The grand jury which returned a 


cover-up indictment against seven of 


his former aides also named Nixon as

At his hearings Monday, Sirica con- 


tended that the Nixon publicity already 
was dying down and hinted that even 
greater problems could come

Pension bill ready to sign 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A bill giving 


much stronger protection to members 
of private pension plans has been sent 
to President Ford, climaxing years of 
work by Congress. 


The Senate on Thursday passed the 


compromise version 85-0 The House 
had cleared it on Tuesday -407-2 


Ford has indicated he will sign the 


bill when a ceremony can be arranged 
for the congressional sponsors to at- 
tend. 


The bill seeks to guarantee that the 


35 million to 40 million persons now 
covered by the plans get the retirement 
benefits they had expected. 


Congressional studies had shown that 


most plans worked satisfactorily but 
that thousands of persons never re- 
ceived promised benefits 


The measure also pro\ides new tax 


incentives to self-employed persons to 
improve their own pension programs 
and for employes to s \ up individual 
programs when their companies do not 
have a plan 


Sponsors of the legislation said it was 


a major step in improving the pension 
system but conceded thev would like to 
see further progress. 


Some critics have said the measure- 


is inadequate because it would not re- 
quire companies to set up pension 
pjans or raise the present level of pay- 
ments 


About half the U S work force now is 


covered by plans The average payment 
is approximately S141 a month 


Major provisions of the bill 
Eligibility 
— All employes 
would 


have to be admitted to a pension plan, 
il the company has one, at age 25 and 
after one year of service 


Vesting (an employe's guaranteed 


right to a pension after a specified pe- 
riod of service) — The company would 
have to adopt one of three alternatives 
under which the employe would have 
100 per cent vested rights after being 
on the payroll no longer than 15 years. 


Funding — Employers would have to 


put 
sufficient 
amounts into pension 


funds in the future to meet pension lia- 
bilities incurred each year. To make up 
for any deficits for past service, em- 
ployers would have to make annual 
payments so that full funding would be 
achieved in 30 years, or 40 years in a 
few cases 


Portability — A voluntary portabiliu 


plan would be set up under which an 
employe changing jobs could have his 


vested credits transferred to his new- 
employer. 
Alternatively, the credits 


could be transferred to a new govern- 
ment corporation which would estab- 
lish separate accounts for individual 
workers, 


Plan Termination Insurance — A new 


government corporation would be set 
up to pay benefits when a company 
went out of business and its pension 
fund lacked sufficient assets or when a 
fund m a going concern could not meet 
its obligations. 


Payments would be limited to 100 per 


cent of the recipient's average monthlv 
wage in the five highest-paid years or 
$750 a month, whichever is lower. 


The corporation would be financed 


initially by a $1 per participant annual 
tax for most employers or 50 cents in 
cases where a group of companies set 
up a common plan for all their work- 
ers. 


Self-employed persons — Doctors, 


lawyers and other self-employed per- 
sons would be allowed to put' as much 
as 15 per cent of income, to a max- 
imum of $7,500 a year, in tax-exempt 
funds into their own pension plans Un- 
der present law they arc lniniou to 
$2,500 or 10 per cent of income 


Tax incentives for individual em- 


ployes not in private pension plans 
would permit the employes to put up to 
$1,500 a year in tax-exempt funds into 
their own plans. 


The provisions in the 
legislation 


would take effect on a schedule span- 
ning several years. 


r-or instance, the more generous tax 


breaks for self-employed people such 
as lawyers and doctors would be retro- 
active to the start of this year. 


Some provisions, such as vesting re- 


quirements in the case of new pension 
plans, would take effect as soon as the 
bill is signed. But other features will 
not be operative until as late as Dec. 
31, 1980

NFW YORK (AP) - Anthony Chia- 


rantano, 39-year-old father of six, told 
four knife-wielding thugs who dragged 
him from his car that they could have 
his money if they spared his life. They 
took his seven dollars and killed him 
anyway, police said 


Chiarantano, a telephone company- 


foreman, had just returned home from 
a family vacation and was driving a 
rented car alone on a dark street in 
Brooklyn's Brownsville slum, a mile 
and a half from his home. 


Police said he apparently was on his 


way to return the car. 


The four young thugs stopped the car 


somehow, drugged Chiarantano from it 
and marched him into a darkened al- 
leyway at about 1 20 a.m Thursday. 


There they slabbed him eight times 


in the neck, chest and stomach Police 
said several knives were used Chiaran- 
tano s screams roused neighbors, who 
told police thev heard him urge his as- 
sailants to spare his life but "take my 
money." 


At least one neighbor called police, 


but it was too late. 


Witnesses told police the culprits 


were four men in thfir late teens or 


early 20s

nearby, Leon Harris, was arrested on 
murder and robbers charges. 


Chiarantano, president ot his neigh- 


borhood block association in Flatbush, 
was described by one neighbor, Salva-

an attempt to get an empty lot con- 
verted into a baseball diamond 


"We need more people like him to 


take an interest in kids and see that 
they go straight," .said another triend. 


Gas tax hike considered, Administration confirms 


Ford turns 
attention to 
Middle East 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford ad- 


ministration is considering a 10-cent- 
per-ga'lon boos! in the federal excise 
tax on gasoline as a possible anti-mfia- 
tion move, officials say. 


"This is one of those proposals under 


consideration 
.. 
along with 
many, 


many others," White House Press Sec- 
retary Jerald F. terHorst told reporters 
on Thursday in confirming published 
reports about a possible tax boost. 


The excise tax is currently 4 cents a 


gallon, and nationwide surveys show 
that the average cost of gasoline now is 
55.8 cents a gallon. 


TerHorst and Treasury Secretary 


William E. Simon pud President Ford 


as no immediate plans to ask Con- 


gress for an immediate tax increase. 
And Capitol Hill sources also said it 
was unlikely that Congress would enact 
such a tax boost in an election year. 


TerHorst was asked to comment on a 


l.os Angeles Times report that Ford 
may seek the gasoline-tax increase m 
an effort to fight inflation and conserve 
energy. 


"The President and his economic ad- 


visers are reviewing a whole range of 
possible ideas and recommendations," 
the spokesman replied. "This is one of 
those proposals under study " 


Simon said a gasoline tax boost has 


been discussed periodically since Feb- 
ruary 1973, "but it's only hern one of 
manv issues that's been discussed in 


the area of tax policy." 


Sources reported 
that a detailed 


study of such a boost is still in the pre- 
liminary stage at the sub-Cabinet level 


The times quoted unidentified ad- 


ministration officials as saying that 
higher gasoline taxes could reduce con- 
sumption by as much as 5 per cent, 
thus pressuring oil-exporting nations to 
lower their crude oil prices. 


Such a boost would raise $8 billion in 


federal revenues. The Times said some 
administration economic advisers sug 
ges! using the money to reduce income 
taxes for low and middle-income fann 
lies, while others would prefer 
it be 


used to balance the budget 


Meanwhile, the Washington Post re 


ported today that the administration 
also is studying whether to decontrol 
prices or, about 75 per cent of domes- 
tically produced crude oil. 


Quoting what it called reliable gov- 


ernment sources, the newspaper said 
the effect would be to permit the price 
of so called 'old" crude oil to float 
from the current ceiling of $5.25 a bar- 
rel to whatever level the market would 
bear, probably about $10 or $11. 


"Old" crude oil refers to that portion 


of currently produced oil that is equal 
Id or below 1072 production levels

President Ford will undertake with 
Arab and Israeli leaders in an effort to 
prepare the next stage of negotiations 
for a permanent peace settlement.

Thursday. 


Before meeting with Khaddam, Ford 


greeted 100 farm youth to the White 
House and told them "in a very few- 
years all of you will be running the 
country so you had better learn how to 
run it better." 


Striding across the dewy Rose Gar- 


den, as the 4-H Club members from 
Michigan and Colorado took his pic- 
ture, Ford noted he had recorded an- 
other first: "You're the first group I've 
had the opportunity to greet here ... 
and I guess this is a first for you, too." 


Ford also planned to meet during the 


day with the "farm family of the 
year," Mr. and Mrs. Julian Fowler of 
Fairbanks, Alaska, and hold a session 
with representatives of senior citizens 
organizations. 


Kissinger and Ford are scheduled to 


meet with Saudi Arabian Foreign Min- 
ister Omar Sakkaf within several days 
and a meeting will take place early 
next month with Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin.

had been detected in his right leg and 
on Thursday expressed concern that 
the clot might travel to his remaining 
lung.

Rockefeller has given Capitol Hill its 
first taste of his political style, turning 
a series of courtesy calls on key mem 
bers of Congress into a campaign tour 
complete with handshaking and kisses 


"It was perfectly natural That's the 


way I always am," he told the pack of 
reporters that trailed him on Thursday 
through the Capitol and five Senate and 
House Office Buildings 


Nominated for the vice presidency by 


President Ford just two days earlier, 
Rockefeller was laying the groundwork 
for his confirmation hearings by vis- 
iting all members of the Senate Rules 
Committee and a few key members of 
the House Judiciary Committee 


The two panels have already 


launched preliminary probes into 
Rockefeller's background, and it is 
likely to be at least mid September be 
fore formal confirmation hearings can 
start 


At the day's last Capitol Hill stop, 


House Republican Leader John J 
Rhodes said he thinks the House and 
Senate can approve the Rockefeller 
nomination in time to adjourn for the 
year on Oct 15 


Rockefeller then sped off to the State 


Department for a visit with Secretary 
of State Henry A Kissinger, who once 
worked for him, before attending a 
White House dinner with President 
Ford 
Later he flew on his private 


plane back to his Seal Harbor, Maine, 
vacation retreat 


Aides said Rockefeller plans to re 


mam there until after Labor Day 


Starting with a 9 30 a m 
meeting 


with Sen James 0 Eastland, D-Miss , 
the Senate's presiding officer until a 


new vice president is approved, 
Rockefeller rarely rested until the late 
afternoon session with Rhodes 


"This is a great way to start the 


day," he declared, as two secretaries 
kissed him in the doorway of Sen John 
L McClellan, D-Ark 


When a girl asked for a vice presi- 


dential autograph, Rockefeller replied, 
"I'll sign it as a nominee for vice presi- 
dent " 


And he repeatedly told well-wish 


ers, "I'm keeping my fingers crossed " 


In the morning, he usually signed 


"Nelson Rockefeller " By afternoon, it 
had been shortened to "Rocky " 


His reception seemed as equally 


warm from Democrats as from Re 
publicans Two New York Democratic 
congressmen, Reps Charles B Range! 
of Manhattan and Benjamin S Rosen- 
thai of Queens, greeted him enthu- 
siastically 


"It's like Alice in Wonderland," ex- 


claimed Rockefeller to Rosenthai, who 
teased, "The FBI was in to see me 
about you I told them everything "

Black Caucus, told Rockefeller he was 
"surprised and amazed" by the good 
reception the group received Wednes 
day from Ford 


One cloud on the generally sunny

House fax b/7/ writers try 
to cheer gloomy investors 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Chairman 


Wilbur D Mills, D-Ark , of the tax- 
writing House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, is trying to spread some cheer 
along a gloomy Wall Street with a re- 
minder that tax revision may be on the 
way 
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After the stock market closed 


Thursday at its lowest since July 14, 
1970, Mills' office released a statement 
that noted the sagging market 


It said the tax revision bill to "be 


given final consideration by the com- 
mittee beginning Sept 11 will include a 
number of provisions in the area of 
capital gains and losses, which should 
be of material benefits to taxpayers 
and investors across the nation " 


Among these provisions will be a re- 


duction in the capital gains tax for as 
sets held more than five years so that 
no more than 30 per cent of the gain on 
the sale of the assets would be subject 
to tax 


The bill also would grve all home- 


owners the relief now afforded to tax- 
payers over 65 on the sale of a personal 
residence If enacted, the amendment 
would allow any gain on the sales price 
of a residence up to $35,000 to escape 
taxation On amounts above that, a pro 
rata reduction would be provided 


Mills also sard the bill would increase 


the investment tax credit — from 4 per 
cent to 7 per cent — for property used 
mainly for supplying electricity or gas 
to local distribution systems 
That 


would put it at the level already avail- 
able for other industries 


He said he expects his committee "to 


resume work promptly on the frnal 
draft of tax legislation" on Sept 11 and 
to swiftly send a bill to the House, 
where "I believe that (it) will be 
passed promptly 
in time for the Sen- 


ate to act favorably on it before ad- 
journment " 


The bill also contains a new mm 


imum tax proposal to take away from 
the wealthy an estimated $400 million 
more each year In place of various 
miscellaneous but popular deductions, 
such as the one for state gasoline taxes, 
the average itemizing taxpayer would 
find a so-called "simplification deduc- 
tion" letting him claim up to $650 


Average taxpayers also would find a 


boost in the maximum standard deduc 
tion used by those who do not itemize, 
rising from $2,000 to $2,500 There also 
would be a hike in the minimum stan 
dard deduction that helps low-income 
taxpayers, increasing from $1,300 to 
$1,400 for singles and $1,500 for couples 
filing jointly 


Oilmen would see their 22 per cent 


depletion allowance, which saves them 
between $2 billion and $3 billion an 
nually in federal taxes, phased out over 
three years, with the first cut going 
into effect retroactively to the start of 
this year 


There also would be a new temporary 


excise tax on windfall profits of the pe 
troleum industry 
But tied to this 


would be a plan giving energy seeking 
oilmen a way to escape paying much of 
this new levy

fied the country and convinced South 
Koreans of the threat of Communist 
subversion 
Jury rules that youth 
murdered 4 in family, 
then took own life 


PARK RIDGE, III (AP) - A coro- 


ner's jury has ruled that Jeffrey 
Fuchs, 17, murdered four members of 
his family June 14 and then committed 
suicide 


The jury deliberated 15 minutes be 


fore reaching its decision on Thursday 
The panel said the boy killed his father, 
Raymond, 49, his mother, Ruth, 48, a 
brother, Scott, 15, and a sister Lynda, 
14 


The five bodies were found in the 


family's home in Park Ridge, m subur- 
ban Chicago after firemen were called

Progress over Palestine 


Like any diplomatic communique, the joint statement of 


President Ford and Jordan's King Hussein following the 
king's visit to Washington requires some reading between 
the lines. But Washington may have given a push to the 
idea of resettlement of some Palestinians on the west bank 
of the Jordan in the search for a total peace in the Middle 
East. 


"It was agreed that these consultations will continue with 


a view to addressing at an appropriately early date the is- 
sues of particular concern to Jordan, including a Jorda- 
nian-Israeli (troop) disengagement agreement," the care- 
fully worded statement said. 


While it was not a party in the war of last October, what 


Jordan is talking about is an American-directed effort to 
get a United Nations buffer between itself and Israel, simi- 
lar to that agreed to by Israel with Syria and Egypt. Over 
the longer pull, Jordan wants to regain west bank lands oc- 
cupied by Israel in the 1967 six-day war including their re- 
settlement by Palestinian refugees. And it has talked of go- 
ing along with an independent nation on the west bank 
should the people so vote in a referendum. 


Israel promptly rejected the thrust of the Ford-Hussein 


statement if it is to mean withdrawal of Israeli military 
forces now from the west bank. But this could still mean an 
agreement for some form of Jordanian administrative con- 
trol and a Palestinian resettlement. A sizable opinion in Is- 
rael regards resettlement under Jordanian control as the 
safest option, recalling Hussein's crushing of Palestinian 
extremists two years ago. The alternative of an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state on the west bank is judged as too 
risky to consider. 


What the world is seeing is some cautious testing of pro- 


. posals for the Geneva peace conference. And recognition of 


the fact that there can be no total peace until the Palestiiah 
issue is somehow resolved. 


Rushing into print 


There is still some dispute about authority over the rest 


of the White House tapes, those that haven't been subpoe- 
naed or are out of date because of later events such as 
Richard Nixon's resignation. James St. Clair and Fred 
Buzhardt gave as the White House opinion that the tapes 
belonged to Nixon, but reportedly President Ford is not 
happy with the decision. 


So far there has been no dispute over the ownership of 


the tons of paper containing other records and memoirs. 
They are to be packed up and carted off to San Clemente. 
Estimates are that publication of Nixon's memoirs could 
run into many volumes and earn him more than a couple of 
million dollars. 


There are others who expect to profit by their writings 


about the Nixon Administration. Since many have been dis- 
barred or sent to prison or are awaiting trial, the books 
may be a fortunate source of income. 


Jeb Magruder's An American Life is already on the 


shelves and so is A Piece of Tape by James McCord, who 
first wrote to Judge Sirica intimating that everything had 
not been told. This fall Undercover, renamed from Against 
All Enemies, will be published as the autobiographical ef- 
fort of E. Howard Hunt. 


William Safire, one-time speech writer for the White 


House and more recently a columnist for the New York 
Times, has a reported $10,000 advance over his A Hurry To 
Be Great. Clark Mollenhoff expects to get Game Plan on 
the market in 1975. Elliot Richardson is planning "a post- 
Watergate look at American politics and government," ac- 
cording to his editor. John Dean has decided against 
previous plans to publish. But Charles Colson's plan is 
apparently for something evangelistic. Donald Segretti's 
memoirs are off to the publisher. Books are also being 
planned by John Ehrlichman and Robert Haldeman, al- 
though presumably they will wait until after all court pro- 
ceedings are over. Even Henry Kissinger's American For- 
eign Policy essays seem destined for a new edition. 


Maybe this glut of confession, inside dope and explana- 


tions won't find a ready market as Watergate fades into 
memory. But it's quite likely that when Richard Nixon re- 
ports on his seventh and probably final crisis, there will be 
buyers. Maybe that's the irony of the whole affair. 


The cooperatives grow 


The vital role of cooperatives in the agricultural enter- 


prise of Wisconsin has long been recognized in the public 
policy of this state. For many decades the College of Agri- 
culture of the University of Wisconsin has promoted coop- 
erative enterprise in agricultural processing and market- 
ing, and notably, in that premier Wisconsin economic 
resource that is dairying. 


The legislature long ago required instruction in the prin- 


ciples and practice of cooperative economic organization 
in the public school system. The lessons of cooperative pro- 
duction and distributing have also been applied to coopera- 
tive purchasing and distribution of farm supplies. 


The continued growth of cooperative organization in Wis- 


consin agriculture is convincingly shown by the state-fed- 
eral crop reporting service. In a current bulletin it dis- 
closes that for the first time Wisconsin cooperatives bought 
more than half of all of the enormous volume of milk pro- 
duced by Wisconsin farmers last year. The cooperative 
share of the processing and distribution industry was about 
51 per cent by volume. 


The growth has been slow but steady. The total was 10 


per cent more than that recorded ten years earlier. That 
the number of cooperatively-owned plants is less than one 
third of the number of private plants is suggestive. It is 
clear that producers regard cooperative plants as more ef- 
ficient. The trend toward larger plants apparently contin- 
ues also as producers seek even more efficient methods of 
converting the huge flow of Wisconsin raw milk into whole- 
some dairy foods for millions of Americans and others.

Lucey off to vigorous start in campaigning 


MADISON — There has been speculation 


about the reasons for a visibly strenuous cam- 
paign effort by Gov. Patrick Lucey at what is 
an early stage of the election year. 


Some months ago the governor casually re- 


plied during a news conference, as he was 
asked about his stumping plan, that he would 
remain comparatively inactive in a campaign- 
ing sense until about September. Now ques- 
tions are being asked about his apparent 
change of tactics. 


There ought to be no mystery about it, al- 


though it is evident that his earlier comment 
about a leisurely summer effort was widely 
misconstrued. The fact is that an incumbent 
governor campaigns every day to the extent 
that he has the power to center attention upon 
himself through the ordinary operations of his 
office. The physical effort always tends to be 
overrated. 


The incumbent governor campaigns every 


day through the steady stream of n^wsmaking 
activity that assures an awareness of his work 
among all those voters who are in the slightest 
degree interested. 


If there is, in fact, a change in the Lucey 


blueprint it undoubtedly relates to changed cir- 
cumstances. 


One change could not have been anticipated 


even by a cautious man. Lucey's Democratic 
predecessors of the last decade were unchal- 
lenged when they sought renominations in the 
primary election. The present governor is nom- 
inally opposed by one Edmund Hou Seye, a 
Sheboygan gadfly of the establishment politi- 
cians who has no organization, no visible 
electoral base, and almost surely, a negligible 
campaign fund. 


Yet the fact of an alternate choice on the 


Democratic primary ballot is a Lucey hazard. 


Who knows what the temptations may be to 


those persons who have grievances, real or 
imagined, against the titular leader of the 
Democratic party who will continue to vote 
Democratic? 


And who can tell how many voters who nor- 


mally choose the Republican primary ballot 
will be tempted to involve themselves in Demo- 
cratic nomination contests this year — as for 
congressman and attorney general — and what 
they will do when they have the chance to 
choose between Lucey and Hou-Seye? 


Lucey is a professional politician who knows 


his profession as expertly as any one now on 
the Wisconsin political stage. He knows he is 
the favorite against William Dyke, the Republi- 
can challenger. But he knows that if he can 
achieve a truly convincing majority, it will be 
the more difficult for the Republican opposition 


to rally in 1978 for the rule of the state. 


Some of the dispatches and the discussions of 


the Wisconsin political outlook thus far have 
tended to exaggerate the margin of the Demo- 
crats' triumph four years ago. The Lucey mar- 
gin in his first election was decisive, but it was 
a long way from overwhelming. 


The numerical margin of votes is deceptive 


as a measure. The electoral base has been sig- 
nificantly broadened. The state has steadily 
grown in population. Lucey defeated Jack Ol- 
son four years ago by a percentage margin ap- 
proximating that of Warren Knowles over 
Lucey eight years ago. 


The significant reality about gubernatorial 


politics here for the last decade and a half is 
that all elections were decided by compara- 
tively small percentage margins. The Demo- 
crats lately have been winning by ratios stri- 
kingly reminiscent of the Republican victories 
of the 1950s. 


Expressed in another way, the gubernatorial 


election record during the last 20 years — 
which is the true test of the comparative posi- 
tion of state parties - suggests that a substan- 
tial majority of the electorate responds pre- 
dictably. Polls say that more voters claim to be 
"independents." No doubt they believe they 
are. Yet in the average year a five to six per 
cent shift is the margin of decision.

Music industry 
is a monster 


Quite a bit of flak was directed my 


way following a recent column on the 
audio nute and the fact that a "sound 
system" has become the equivalent of 
a Cadillac as a status symbol for the 
young. 


I suspect that some of my caustic 


correspondents may be connected with 
the merchandising and selling of these 
self-same sound systems, but even 
granting them the benefit of this low 
suspicion, I don't think their objections 
to my objections were well taken. 


Indeed, one of my far-flung col- 


leagues on the Miami Herald sent me a 
clipping of an interview he held 
recently with Gerry Mulligan, a mod- 
ern saxophonist who surely has the 
most impeccable credentials for dis- 
causing the rampant audiophilia of our 
time. 


And what does Mr. Mulligan say? 


That "the music industry is a mon- 
ster." That we would have been better 
off if it hadn't been for records "which 
ultimately destroy your audience for 
live music. 


The interview continues: "He also 


objects to the proliferation of music- 
spewing from speakers in elevators, 
restaurants 
and department stores, 


acting as little more than background 
noise." 


Then Mr. Mulligan went right to the 


heart of my argument: "What you are 
doing with wall-to-wall music is that 
people become so immune to music 
that they don't pay a g 
m bit of at- 


tention to it." 


Actually, music is supposed to be an 


interaction between the performers and 
the listeners, whether it is the beat of 
an Indian tribal dance or the slow 


movement of a Beethoven quartet. TUe 
act of participation is the essence of the 
musical experience. 


But the prevalence of records, and 


the constant subjection to a musical at- 
mosphere via recordings, induces a 
precisely opposite effect — the music 
acts as an opiate, a narcotic to dull the 
senses while we are performing some 
routine task. What is supposed to ex- 
pand our level of consciousness De- 
comes subordinate to the mundane and 
the mediocre. 


As I said earlier, there almost seems 


to be an inverse ratio between the ex- 
pensiveness of the audio equipment 
and the sort of music that is played on 
it. If musical experience is what you 
really care for, there is far more grat- 
ification to be found listening to Schna- 
bel play a sonata on a scratchy old 78 
record than being suspended in the 
womblike sound of acid rock that is 
perfectly reproduced in all 
its di- 


mensional agonies. 


As in so much of our technocratic 


society, the means has overpowered the 
end. The representation of music has 
become more important than the music 
itself. People will spend $800 for repro- 
ducing equipment who wouldn't spend 
$8 to hear Rubinstein give a concert in 
person, this is not love of music, at 
any level; it is infatuation with sound 
for its own sake.

ALBUQUERQUE - George Wallace 


is on the move again. He sandwiched a 
trip to New Mexico between visits to 
Louisiana and Virginia last week, and, 
along with three other journalists, I 
spent about an hour with him at an air- 
port motel here. 


Wallace received us lying on a bed, 


fully dressed. His voice was strong and 
he looked well, but there was one awful 
sign of the assassination attempt — his 
shoes, absolutely unscuffed, had never 
been used for walking. 


I asked him how he felt. He re- 


sponded jokingly: "I can't hear so good 
and I can't see so good. I can't walk 
My heart is weak. My kidney is in bad 
shape and so is my bladder. I've had a 
prostate operation, and the stitches 
give me trouble. I have hemorrhoids. 
Apart from that, I'm in good physical 
shape." 


There followed a series of questions 


about inflation. Wallace said he favored 
cutting the budget, especially foreign 
aid to countries which didn't appre- 
ciate American support. He said wage 
and price controls "wouldn't work." 
Interest rates were too high, but he 
wasn't sure about how to bring them 
down. 


Candidate in 1976? 


The questions turned to politics. 


Wallace took his distance from 
the 


\merican 
Independent 
Party which 


supported his third-party effort in 1968. 
"All' I know about it," he said, "is what 
I read in the papers." Asked about the 
possibility he might himself be a candi- 
date for 1976, Wallace said: "Every- 
thing's open from running to not run- 
ning." 


He had kind things to say about Pres- 


ident Ford and the Republicans 
"I 


hope Gerald Ford is successful. 1 hope 
he can solve every domestic and for- 
eign problem there is." 


As to the Democrats, Wallace said 


that the 1972 election should have 
taught the party a lesson. He said he 
wasn't in touch with party leaders, but 
that he did see some senators and gov- 
ernors, and that they were saying some 
of the things he had been saying m 1972 
and 1968. 


In a speech to a convention of slate- 


legislators earlier in the day, Wallace 
had reiterated anew all the themes of 
earlier campaigns, asserting in par- 
ticular that the Democratic party 
would be soundly defeated in 1976 un- 
less it re-established ties with "ordi- 
nary people" and repudiated the lead- 
ership of the New Left. I asked Wallace 
whether in fact he wasn't a back num-

Wallace then softened his tone, af- 


fecting a show of pity. "Somebody's 
been confusing you, Joe," he said. He 
asked me to cite an example of his 
being a back number passed over by 
events. 


I said he was the onjy one now active 


in politics who talked about the threat 
from the New Left. He paused a mo- 
ment. Then he said: "I'll give you a 
reference for the New Left. I'll tell you 
who's worried about the New Left. 
George Meany." 


At a breakfast next morning, the pur- 


pose of the Wallace tour became evi- 
dent. Ostensibly the breakfast was or- 
ganized by the national conference of 
Young Democrats. 


Seek Wallace votes 


But the action was dominated by 


older Democrats running for office in 
New Mexico. Jerry Apodaca, the candi- 
date for governor, and Roberto Mon- 
dragon, a candidate for the Congress, 
were highly visible, shaking hands all 
around, and having themselves photo- 
graphed with Wallace. It was a case of 
two very liberal Democrats, both of 
them of Spanish descent, making a bid 
for the more conservative Anglo vote m 
the state by association with Wallace.

Representatives of Mr. Apodaca, in 
fact, had asked Wallace to come to New 
Mexico. 


Most of the crowd were old hands 


from the Wallace campaigns of 1968 
and 1972. Raymond Sitta, the Wallace 
leader m the state, pointed out that 
ward and precinct caucuses for the se- 
lection of delegates to the mini-conven- 
tion of the Democratic party in Kansas 
City would be taking place this week 
and next. Wallace was on hand to rouse 
his followers, as only he could, to an ef- 
fort to win seats on the state delega- 
tion. "Our people," Sitta said of the 
Wallaceites, "will work for one man, 
but not for a party slate," 


In other words. Wallace's tour puts to 


the test two questions that haunt Amer- 
ican politics. Can he organize his sup- 
porters m a way that will mean endur- 
ing strength m the Democratic party? 
Or is he just a one-man band, whose 
big personal following is inevitably go- 
ing to be dissipated among other candi- 
dates as the years roll by?

Crossing of land bridge by Aleuts 
traced by U.S., Soviet scientists 


STORRS, Conn. (AP) - Soviet and 


American scientists have discovered 
9,000-year-old Aleutian artifacts they 
say are the "first direct link" that 
North America's original inhabitants 
came from Siberia. 


The s c i e n t i s t s a n n o u n c e d on 


Thursday that during a two month ex- 
pedition this summer on Anangula Is- 
land they unearthed several kinds of 
tool blades that matched implements 
previously discovered in Siberia. 


Anangula is centrally located in the 


1,250-mile Aleutian chain off Alaska. 


"This is the first direct link we've 


had that the Aleuts came to the United 
States via the Bering land bridge that 
connected Siberia and Alaska" about 
10,000 years ago, Dr. William Laughlin, 
a University of Connecticut anthropo- 
logy professor, said at a news confer- 
ence here. 


A. P. Okladnikov pointed out that So- 


viet archeologists found similar tools of 
the same period in central Asia's Gobi 
Desert. 


Laughlin leads an eight-member U.S. 


contingent while Okladnikov heads the 
five-member 
Soviet team. The two 


teams worked together for the first 
time under the sponsorship of the So- 
viet Academy of Sciences and the U.S. 
National Academy of Sciences. 


Laughlin, an Aleut specialist since 


1936, 
said earlier expeditions found 


bones of ancient Aleuts and artifacts 
dating back to 5,000 B.C. 


But during the latest trip, scientists 


discovered 9,000-year-old artifacts that 
indicated one village on Anangula Is- 
land had been inhabited since 8,700 
B.C., 
about the time scientists say a 


land bridge between Alaska and Si- 
beria split. They say the land bridge 
was located at the present site of the 
Bering Strait, which separates the So- 
viet Union from the United States by 
about 50 miles of water. 


Laughlin said the discovery of whale 


bone fishing hooks gave credence to 
theories that the Aleuts, who differ in 
anthropological background from the 


Eskimos and Indians, were good tish- 
iermen. 


"With this recent expedition, we have 


now found all three links; the skeleton 
of the Aleut who killed the whale, what 
he killed it with and bones of the 
whale," the American anthropologist 
remarked. 


The expedition was funded with a 


$60,000 grant from the University of 
Connecticut, the National Science 
Foundation and the New York Wenner- 
Gren Foundation for Anthropological 
Research. 


Except for a University of Connecti- 


cut research station, modern human 
habitation on Anangula doesn't exist, 
Laughlin said. 


Okladnikov, Siberian director of the

CHICAGO (AP) - Fat people are 


flooding oral surgeons with requests to 
wire their jaws shut, even though such 
action probably will not lead to perma- 
nent thinness, says an editorial in a 
dental journal. 


"Persons who need a gimmick such 


as wiring of the teeth to lose weight are 
probably so poorly motivated in the 
first place that long-term success with 
weight control is exiremely doubtful," 
Dr. Daniel M. Laskin writes in the Sep- 
tember issue of the Journal of Oral 
Surgery. 


Laskin. an oral su^ery professor at 


the University of Illii-ois school of den- 
tistry, says many oral surgeons are 
being "flooded with requests" to wire 
teeth ever since news acounts of a 
woman who lost 100 pounds that way. 


Now oral surgeons are "thrust into 


the midst of the weight reduction 
craze" and faced with the moral and 
ethical question of whether to partici- 
pate, Laskin says. 


"For most people, weight control is 


even more difficult than weight reduc- 
tion. New eating habits must be devel- 
oped; most gimmicky diets are failures 
because an eating pattern that can be 
followed 
i n d e f i n i t e l y is not estab- 


lished," he says. 


Only highly motivated persons can 


make" the transition from the liquid 
diet they must maintain with wired 
teeth to a solid diet later, he says. 


And he cautions that in addition 


there is the potential for complications 
such as shifting of teeth, periodontal 
disease and tooth decay.

attorneys have campaigned for 


at least a year to win direct control of 
the specialized teams of lawyers and 
accountants assigned to attack big-city 
syndicated crime. 


Saxbe has decided to "keep the strike 


forces intact, with a continuing review 
by the criminal division," 
William 


Hoiles, administrative aide to the at- 
torney general, said on Thursday. 


Hoiles said Saxbe followed the recom- 


mendation of an internal committee 
which said 
the department should 


"keep the strike force concept as is." 
The committee recommendation was 
delivered to Saxbe on July 3. U.S. at- 
torneys and strike force officials were 
told of Saxbe's decision a few weeks 
ago, Hoiles said. 


"We're disappointed that he didn't 
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accept our recommendation," said U.S. 
Atty. Dean C. Smith of Spokane, Wash., 
chairman of a 16-member adivsory 
committee of federal prosecutors. 


"I think there's disagreement, but I 


don't think there's any deep sense of 
loss," he said in a telephone interview. 


The prosecutors 
committee, ap- 


pointed by former Atty. Gen. Elliot L. 
Richardson in an effort to involve the 
U.S. attorneys in departmental policy- 
making, had urged 
that the strike 


forces be phased out and the 150 strike 
force jobs be transferred to the prose- 
cutors. 


In some cities where strike forces op- 


erate, full-blown rivalry has developed 
between the resident prosecutor and 
the semipermanent strike force team. 


"We think they would operate better 


and more efficiently" under the U.S. 
attorney's supervision, Smith said. But 
he added, "Maybe this is a parochial 
view." 


The strike force system, Petersen's 


brainchild, was set up first in Buffalo, 
N.Y., 
in 1966 and since has been ex- 


panded to include teams in Brooklyn, 
New York, Newark, Boston, Chicago, 
New Orleans, Detroit, Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, Miami, Cleveland, Kansas 
City, Philadelphia, St. Louis and Wash- 
ington.

The completion of the Outagamie 


County aiprport's new terminal is the 
county's last major capital expenditure 
in modernizing its airport, although it- 
still will need a building for emergency 
equipment. 


"The new terminal enhances our lo- 


cale, as to having an airport that would 
encourage 
industrial 
development," 


said County Executive Alvin Woehler. 
"1 also feel that it's an improvement 
for air service and certainly a consider- 
able change from the previous (tempo- 
rary) quarters." 


The temporary quarters, located just 


south of the new terminal and built in 
1965, a year after the airport opened on 
the new site west of Appleton, has 6,000 
square feet while the new two-story ter- 
minal has about 14,000. 


The price of the temporary building 


was $41,433, while the new one will cost 
about $540,000, financed by a $35,000 
grant from the ? State Department of 
transportation's 
aeronautics division 


and a $425,000 short-term note taken 
out by the county. Additional funds also 
will be needed. 


The cost involved $140,000 in land ac- 


quisition. 


The new building has a basement in 


addition to the two stones. About 3,000 
square feet of space, primarily in the 
basement will be available for future 
uses 


The first floor will have the three car- 


rental outlets, the Air Wisconsin ticket 
office, including baggage service and 
cargo freight handling, the airport 
manager's office, an attended canteen, 
and a passenger area. 


The second floor will have the Air 


Wisconsin administrative offices, the 
communication center for that airline, 
and an observation area for passengers 
and the public with large picture win- 
dows on the western and northern 
sides. 


The basement is used for storage and 


for some Air Wisconsin communi- 
cations controls. 


The terminal project got under way 


in December, 1972, when the airport 


committee was authorized to hire an 
architect 
About seven months later, 


the bids were approved for the project 


In a county statement on the terminal 


project, 
William Schuh, corporation 


counsel, wrote that the temporary ter- 
minal "is inadequate and insufficient 
to handle the present needs of the pub- 
lic using air transportation and air 
freight cargo services." 


He also wrote- "There is a critical 


lack of waiting space for passengers 
in the public area of the building itself, 
without mentioning some of the other 
inconveniences, such as marginal 
washroom and lounge facilities, lack of 
space for an airport manager's office, 
inadequate space for ticket and car 
rental booths, etc." 


When the temporary building was 


constructed, there were only two North 
Central Airlines flights at the new air- 
port, but when Schuh wrote the report 
two years ago, there were over 20 Air 
Wisconsin flights daily. 


Air Wisconsin reported that in May, 


1972, there were 5,750 passengers going 
in and out of the airport, and 5,503 in 
June, 1974, compared with 4,755 and 
5,135, respectively in the same months 
in 1972. Total cargo tonnage in and out 
of the airport rose from 
104,326 in 


June, 1972, to 112,852 in June of this 
year. 


The seating capacity of the airline's 


planes has increased from 15 to 19 dur- 
ing that period. 


The next step at the airport will be to 


raze the old terminal building by mid- 
September and relocate the rental ve- 
hicles on that sue, relieving the pres- 
sure for parking space in the public 
parking area 


Woehler said the last capital im-

PBS sfcrrfs new 
season on Ocf. 6

NEW YORK (AP) - The three TV 


networks start their 1974-75 season 
Sept 
9 with a flamboyant exercise 


called "premiere week," when they 
roll out their smash movies, new series 
and new episodes of returning series 


Not so with public TV Its new season 


won't start until Oct 6, according to 
Public Broadcasting Service officials 


A major reason for the traditionally 


delayed start, says John Montgomery, 
PBS' vice president for programming, 
is that in September the bulk of the TV 
audience always is tuned in to see what 
the networks are offering 


' I suppose you could say we're not 


interested 
in totally confronting the 


start of the new season on the commer 
cial networks " he said "That's sort of 
self-destructive " 


When PBS' new season does start, 


you might not even realize it 


Unlike the networks' frantic, go for- 


nch first week, the PBS season tends 
to stagger in without much urgency, 
with a handful of brand-new shows on 
the opening week's bill and others ar 
riving as late as April 


"In a way it's kind of misleading to 


call this our new season, although we 
talk about it that way, too," Montgom- 
ery said 


"I don't particularly like the term 


'new season' because actually we re 
starting new programs over a great 
range of time But this can work to our 
advantage in terms of concentrating on 
promot'on of a given show 


"It means the show will get far more 


attention than if it were starting with 
other new programs at the same time " 


But if he had his druthers, would he 


prefer to start the season with a solid 
block of new shows instead of stringing 
their premieres out over a period of 
months9 


"Well, I guess there's a lot to be said 


for establishing viewer habits," Mont- 
gomery said "I'd say yes, if it was a 
series that was worthy of that kind of 
continuity 


"But when you consider that a great 


many of our programs have limited in- 
terest at best, such as 'Burglar-Proof- 
ing'" — a new six-part series on how to 
foil thieves — "then you have to raise 
the question whether they warrant that 
kind of continuity " 


Montgomery praised the new PBS 


national program cooperative plan as a 
major factor in allowing him far more 
time for long-distance planning than 
was available at PBS in past years 


In the cooperative, stations are for 


the first time helping pay for national 
shows they once received free 
Mont 


gomery said they've helped pay for 
more than 60 per cent of this season's 
shows, putting $4 million "of station 
money into national programming we 
would not otherwise have " 


And, he said, "in the past we used to 


build our schedule in three-month seg- 
ments 
This time, we can lay it out 


rather completely for nine months 


"We just have more programming 


than ever before and more certainty as 
to where that programming is coming 
from "

$7,159, will be prorated to the coopera- 
ting districts and lower the cost per 
student to $359. With the $7 lab fee, the 
cost is further reduced to $352 per stu- 
dent. 


The fee covers welding, custodial, 


cleaning solvents and lubricant sup- 
plies. The money will be kept by the 
school district. 


In other action, the board voted to 


change the intercom telephone system

NEENAH - If the city wants ade- 


quate fire and ambulance protection, 
then nine additional men are needed by 
the fire department, according to Fire 
Chief Ronald Mertz. 


Mertz told members of the City Coun- 


cil's health and social services com- 
mittee Thursday night that "if you 
want both (services) then we need 
more men." He said nine is the min- 
imum number 
that could alleviate 


staffing problems. 


The fire chief was responding to 


questions about "holes" in the city am- 
bulance service. 


The issue was raised by Aid. George 


Scherck, who is not a member of the 
committee. 
He came to Thursday 


night's meeting with statistics showing 
residents of Neenah too often don't 
have an available ambulance. Scherck 
became concerned recently when he 
heard of a situation where a call for the 
ambulance came to the fire department 
but there was no one there to drive it. 
That situation occurs when firefighters 
are out on a fire call. In the instance 
Scherck referred to, an off-duty fire- 
man happened on the scene and as- 
sisted so the ambulance could answer 
the call. 


"This sort of thing is not rare," 


Scherck told the committee. He said a 
check of department records shows 
there has been a total of 35 hours so far 
this year when the ambulance hasn't 
been available for service. Some of that 
time, Scherck said, the Menasha ambu- 
lance has also been unavailable for ba- 
ckup. Since August 10 there have been 


two cases where neither was available, 
the alderman said. 


"We have a serious responsibility," 


Scherck said. "We're flirting with a 
dangerous situation." 


Mertz said if he is required to keep 


men at the department at all times for 
ambulance service, then the fire serv- 
ice will suffer. "A minimum of nine 
men would help us in this situation," 
he said. 


Mertz said he was laughed at in 1970 


when he came to city hall with a budget 
request including 17 additional men for 
the department. That number would 
have brought the city up to standards 
of the fire rating bureau. Since then, 
Mertz has requested three additional 
men each year but none have been ap- 
proved. 


"We don't have the manpower to uti- 


lize the equipment we've got," Mertz 
told the committee. "What's the point 
of having this beautiful equipment if 
we can't man it?" He said the depart- 
ment has four vehicles that require 
manning. The department would need 
27 men per shift instead of the present 
13 in order to man all firefighting and 
ambulance equipment at the recom- 
mended level of the rating bureau. 


Mertz said he will not keep men as- 


signed to the ambulance at all times 
unless the city directs him to do so. He 
explained they do not qualify as fire- 
fighters under regulations of the fire 
insurance raters, if they must remain 
behind with the ambulance. 


Several firemen in the audience 


Thursday night had some suggestions 


as to how the ambulance situation 
might be improved while the additional 
staffing is sought. They noted the de- 
partment currently operates three men 
short of the 13-man shift because of 
manpower shortages. Having 13 men 
on duty at all times might help, they 
suggested. Another suggestion was that 
the ambulance be sent along on every 
fire call. Then, if an ambulance call 
comes in, and the fire is not serious, 
two men could leave the fire scene with 
the ambulance. 


They also suggested an increase in 


the department's 
overtime 
budget. 


That would allow men to be called in 
specially to man the ambulance when 
needed. 


Aid. Robert Storey, a committee 


member, told Mertz to come back at 
the committee's next meeting with pre- 
pared documentation of the need for 
additional staffing. He said if the case 
for more department personnel is 
coordinated and presented in writing, 
the committee could get an overall 
view of the need. Then, he said, mem- 
bers can come up with recommenda- 
tions for immediate and long-range so- 
lutions. 


"If I get convinced of your need," 


Storey told Mertz, "I'll push it in the 
Council." He said with documentation 
and reiteration of what was discussed 
Thursday night, "I could back it."

OSHA hearing 
to discuss farm 
equipment safety

The second in four national hearings 


on standards 
for farm 
equipment 


safety requirements will open at 9:30 
a.m. Monday at the Sheraton Inn in 
Madison. The Occupational Safety and 
Health Act (OSHA) proposals for farm 
safety requirements are to be dis- 
cussed and may be opposed in part by 
at least two Wisconsin farm and agri- 
business groups. 


The safety standards would affect all 


farmers who hire outside help, accord- 
ing to Robert B. Hanna, Milwaukee, 
area director of OSHA. 


The Secretary of Labor is empowered 


to establish the OSHA safety require- 
ments after review of information from 
the hearings. A similar hearing was 
conducted Thursday in Washington, 
D.C. 
and hearings are scheduled on 


Thursday in Phoenix, Ari?., and Sept. 4 
in Oklahoma City, Okla. 


The hearing is to consider 12 main 


points which are: 


— Whether an agricultural machin- 


ery guarding standard 
will improve 


safety in agricultural workplaces; 


— Whether the retro-fit requirement 


is feasible and necessary to provide 
adequate safety to employes; 


— Whether a warning device indicat- 


ing rotation of those components which 
may continue to rotate after the power 
is disengaged is helpful, feasible or 
necessary for improved safety and if 
such a device should be used; 


- 
Whether full guarding of power 


transmission components is necessary 
and feasible to provide safety for em- 
ployes, or whether nip point guarding 
is adequate; 


— Whether strength requirements 


for guards should be included in the 
standard and if so. in what manner the 
requirements should be stated; 


— Whether there are instances where 


a guard should not be required at all 
because of the because of the compo- 
nent's location and. if so, specifically 
what these instances are; 


— Whether the 
requirements for 


power take-off guarding are adequate 
or necessary to provide safety for em- 
ployes; 


— To what extent functional compo- 


nents (points of operation) should be 
required to be guarded and how these 
requirements should be specified; 


- What method should be specified 


to prevent inadvertent application of 
electrical power; 


— Whether instruction of employes in 


safe operation and servicing of equip- 
ment should be required, and if so, to 
what extent and what documentation, if 
any, should be reguired; 


— Whether standard railings on cot- 


ton gins provide adeuate safety where 
there is a possibility of large belts 
breaking; 


— What would be a reasonable effec- 


tive date for the standard. 


Retro-fit provisions in the proposed 


regulations will draw criticism from 
both the Wisconsin 
Agri-Business 


Council and the Wisconsin Power 
Equipment and Retailers Association, 
according to officials. They claim re- 
quirements which would make farmers 
shield all moving parts on all existing 
machinery would be overly costly. 


Under original proposals all farm 


machinery, on farms h i r i n g help, 
would be required to be fitted with 


safety devices by Jan. 1, 1976. 


Marvin Steinke, Madison, executive 


secretary of the Wisconsin Power 
Equipment and Retailers Association, 
said estimates indicate the average 
cost of updating farm equipment would 
be $500 per machine. He said there are 
786,000 tractors, combines, corn pick- 
ers, balers, forage harvesters, blowers, 
mowers, hay conditioners, elevators, 
manure spreaders and forage wagons 
on farms in the state. 


"In addition to that there would be at 


least 50,000 barn cleaners, 50,000 silo 
unloaders and 100,000 bale elevators 
and augers." 


Steinke also said that manufacturers 


of farm equipment are facing diffi- 
culties in securing supplies of the high 
tensile strength steel for roll bars on 
machinery. 


"We are of the opinion that . . .the 


dollars. . . could be better used if they 
were used for the promotion and train- 
ing and teaching the operator how to 
work at a higher safety level than he is 
now." 


Russel Weisensel, Madison, executive 


director of the Wisconsin Agri-Business 
Council said the retro-fit provision of 
the proposals is "economically and me- 
chanically impossible." 


Shielding of all fan belts and pulleys 


is impractical, he said. "We're going to 
recommend that they do not apply on 
existing farm machinery." 


Weisensel said a technical advisory 


committee working on the OSHA pro- 
posals did not recommend a retro-fit 
clause in the provisions and said that 
enough Wisconsin farmers hire some 
labor so that many would be affected. 


"You'd be forcing some small farm- 


ers out of business . . . at least those 
that employ help." 


Weisensel was critical of the rules 


and said the Department of Labor ex- 
perts may not understand the nature of 
farming in Wisconsin. "In my estima- 
tion you had somebody writing rules 
here that had no estimation of what 
they were writing." 


Gail Janssen, Kaukauna, president of 


Badger Northland Inc., which produces 
farm equipment, said the retro-fit pro- 
visions are too costly and that stan- 
dards which have been designed for in- 
dustry should not be applied to 
agriculture. 


He said the proposals should be mod- 


ified to relax the retro-fit requirements 
and make provisions more consistant 
with farmer needs. 


"Industrial standards have been 


used in preparation of the agricultural 
standards and because of differences in 
their application the standards must be 
designed to take into account these dif- 
ferences." 


Hanna said the proposed regulations 


would not be an undue burden upon 
Wisconsin farmers. 


"The Occupational Safety and Health 


Act does not cover family farms," he 
said. "It would affect corporate farm- 
ing where they hire people and work 
for a profit." 


He said the regulations would be 


mainly concerned with hazardous ex- 
posed parts such as power 
takeoff 


equipment on pea pickers and corn 
pickers. 


Farms hiring any outside help would 


be required to meet the OSHA stan- 
dards, however.

crop. Soybeans are estimated to the 
down 10 per cent from 1973, primarily 
due to a reduction in acreage.

Walters, state-federal statisti- 


cian with the Wisconsin Department of 
Agriculture, said that the state has 
fared better than most of the Midwest, 
hit by a drought in July. He said USDA 
estimates show the national corn har- 
vest may be slightly less than five bil- 
lion bushels, down 12 per cent from last 
year's harvest and much lower than 
earlier estimates. The national soybean 
crop is estimated at 1.3 billion bushels, 
down 16 per cent from 1973. 


Timely rains fell in Wisconsin in late 


July and early August, aiding crops 
which were under moisture stress from 
hot, dry weather in July. 


Yields on oats are running higher 


than in 1973, with the average esti- 
mated at 56 bushels per acre. Acreage 
is up only two per cent, but total pro- 
duction could be up 40 per cent due to 
higher yields. First crop hay yields 
were up, but dry July weather has hurt 
second crop yeilds. 


Walters said that 1974 soybean pro-

Watergcrfe trial of Nixon's former aides delayed

WASHINGTON (AP) - The trial ot 


former top Nixon aides in the Water- 
gate cover-up case will be delayed at 
least three weeks because of the mass 
of White House tapes to be used as evi- 
dence. 


The Supreme Court, however, has 


been asked to delay the case until next 
year because of what defense lawyers 
claim is adverse publicity stemming 
from Richard M. Nixon's resignation 
as president. 


U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica on 


Thursday reset the case for Sept. 30 af- 
ter the U.S. Court of Appeals here 
strongly suggested a delay of three to 


four weeks. 


But an attorney for former presiden- 


cial adviser John D. Ehrlichman filed 
an appeal with the Supreme Court a 
few hours later asking the -acationmg 
justices to block the trial until at least 
Jan. 1. 
Defendants in the case include Ehr- 


lichman, formerly Nixon's chief do- 
mestic adviser; John N. Mitchell, for- 
mer attorney general and Nixon 
campaign manager; and H.R. Halde- 
man, ex-White House chief of staff. 


Ehrlichman's appeal to the Supreme 


Court said the massive publicity sur- 
rounding Watergate in general, the re- 
cent 
impeachment 
proceedings 
and 


Nixon's resignation had created an at- 


mosphere which would make a fair 
trial impossible for the former Presi- 
dent's aides. 


The Watergate special prosecutor's 


office had joined defense lawyers in 
telling the Court of Appeals that the 
mountains of tapes and 
transcripts 


being delivered to them after screening 
by Sirica made it difficult to prepare 
for a Sept. 9 trial. Sirica had set the 
date six months ago, before the tapes 
issue arose. 


The appeals c o u r t responded 


Thursday, saying, "We suggest to the 
district judge that a continuance for 
further trial preparation by all parties 
of perhaps three to four weeks would 
be appropriate m this case." 


Although the appeals court did not 


order Sirica to delay the trial, the sug- 
gestion carried with it the implication 
that any convictions could be over- 
turned on appeal if the lawyers could 
claim they had not had adequate time 
to prepare. 


The appeals court, however, ap- 


peared to reject the plea for a post- 
ponement until after Jan. 1 because of 
the publicity issue. 


Sirica had rejected both rationales 


for delay in a court hearing Monday, 
but acquiesced on the preparation issue 
less than two hours after the higher 
court's ruling. 


The grand jury which returned a 


cover-up indictment against seven of 


his former aides also named Nixon as 
an umndicted coconspirator in the 
case. 


At his hearings Monday, Sirica con- 


tended that the Nixon publicity already 
was dying down and hinted that even 
greater problems could come if the 
grand jury should now indict Nixon, 
stripped of any presidential immunity, 
before a jury could be sequestered. 


Other defendants in the case include 


Robert C Mardian, former assistant 
attorney general and Nixon campaign 
aide; Kenneth W. Parkinson, former 
lawyer for the Nixon re-election com- 
mittee; and Gordon Strachan, former 
White House aide to Haldeman.

Pension bill ready to sign 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A bill giving 


much stronger protection to members 
of private pension plans has been sen! 
to President Ford, climaxing years of 
work by Congress 


The Senate on Thursday passed the 


compromise version S5-0. The House 
had cleared it on Tuesday -4(17-2 


Ford has indicated he will sign the 


bill when a ceremony can be arranged 
for the congressional sponsors to at- 
tend 


The bill seeks to guarantee that the 


35 million to 40 million persons now 
covered by the plans get the retirement 
benefits they had expected. 


Congressional studies had shown that 


most plans worked satisfactorily but 
that thousands of persons never re- 
ceived promised benefits 


The measure also provides new tax 


incentives to self-employed persons to 
improve their own pension programs 
and for employes to set up individual 
programs when their companies do not 
have a plan 


Sponsors of the legislation said it was 


a major step in improving the pension 
system but conceded they would like to 
see further progress 


Some critics have said the -measure 


is inadequate because it would not re- 
quire companies to set up pension 
plans or raise the present level of pay- 
ments 


About half the U.S. work force nnw is 


jovered by plans The average payment 
is approximately S141 a month. 


Major provisions of the b i l l : 
E l i g i b i l i t y 
— All employes 
would 


have to be admitted to a pension plan, 
it the company has one. at age 25 and 
after one year of service 


Vesting (an employe's guaranteed 


right to a pension after a specified pe- 
riod of service) — The company would 
have to adopt one of three alternatives 
under which the employe would have 
100 per cent vested rights after being 
on the payroll no longer than 15 years. 


Funding - Employers would have to 


put 
sufficient 
amounts into pension 


kinds in the future to meet pension lia- 
bilities incurred each year. To make up 
tor any deficits for past service, em- 
ployers would have to make annual 
payments so that f u l l funding would be 
achieved in 30 years, or -10 years in a 
few cases 


Portabilitv — A voluntar> portability 


plan would be set up under which an 
employe changing jobs could have his 


vested credits transferred to his new 
employer 
Alternatively, the credits 


could be transferred to a new govern- 
ment corporation which would estab- 
lish separate accounts for i n d i v i d u a l 
workers. 


Plan Termination Insurance — A new- 


government corporation would be set 
up to pay benefits when a company 
went out of business and its pension 
fund lacked sufficient assets or when a 
kind in a going concern could not meet 
its obligations. 


Payments would be limited to 100 per 


cent of the recipient's average monthly 
wage in the five highest-paid years or 
$750 a month, whichever is lower 


The corporation would be financed 


i n i t i a l l y by a SI per participant annual 
tax for most employers or 50 cents in 
cases where a group ot companies set 
up a common plan for all their work- 
ers 


Self-employed persons 
— Doctors, 


lawyers and other self-employed per- 
sons would be allowed to put as much 
as 15 per cent of income, to a max- 
imum of S7.500 a year, in tax-exempt 
funds into their own pension plans Un- 
der present law they are limited to 
S2.500 or 10 per cent of income 


Tax incentives for individual em- 


ployes not in private pension plans 
would permit the employes to put up to 
SI.500 a year m tax-exempt funds into 
their own plans. 


The 
provisions in 
the 
legislation 


would take effect on a schedule span- 
ning several years. 


For instance, the more generous tax 


breaks for self-employed people such 
as lawyers and doctors would be retro- 
active to the start of this year.

Gas tax hike considered, Administration confirms 


Ford turns 
attention to 
Middle East 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford ad- 


ministration is considering a 10-cent- 
per-gallon boost in the federal excise 
tax on gasoline as a possible anti-infla- 
tion move, officials say. 


"This is one of those proposals under 


consideration 
... along 
with many, 


many others," White House Press Sec- 
retary Jerald F. terHorst told reporters 
on Thursday in confirming published 
reports about a possible tax boost. 


The excise tax is currently 4 cents a 


gallon, and nationwide surveys show 
that the average cost of gasoline now is 
55.8 cents a gallon. 


TerHorst and Treasury 
Secretary 


William E. Simon said President Ford 
has no immediate plans to ask Con- 


gress for an immediate tax increase. 
And Capitol Hill sources also said it 
was unlikely that Congress would enact 
such a tax boost in an election year. 


TerHorst was asked to comment on a 


Los Angeles Times report that Ford 
may seek the gasoline-tax increase in 
an effort to fight inflation and conserve 
energy. 


"The President and his economic ad- 


visers are reviewing a whole range of 
possible ideas and recommendations," 
the spokesman replied. "This is one of 
those proposals under study." 


Simon said a gasoline tax boost has 


been discussed periodically since Feb- 
ruary 197.1, "but it's only been one of 
many issues that's been discussed in 


the area of tax policy." 


Sources 
reported 
that 
a detailed 


study of such a boost is still in the pre- 
liminary stage at the sub-Cabinet level. 


The Times quoted unidentified ad- 


ministration officials as saying that 
higher gasoline taxes could reduce con- 
sumption by as much as 5 per cent. 
thus pressuring oil-exporting nations to 
lower their crude oil prices 


Such a btxist would raise $8 billion in 


federal revenues. The Times said some 
administration economic advisers sug- 
gest using the money to reduce income 
taxes for low and rnuklle-mcome farm 
lies, while others would prefer it be 
used to balance the budget 


Meanwhile, the Washington Post re 


ported today that the administration 
also is studying whether to decontrol 
prices on about 75 per cent of domes- 
tically produced crude oil. 


Quoting what it called reliable gov- 


ernment sources, the newspaper said 
the effect would be to permit the price 
of so-called "old" 
crude oil to float 


from the current ceiling of $5.25 a bar- 
rel to whatever level the market would 
bear, probably about $10 or $11. 


"Old" crude oil refers to that portion 


of currently produced oil that is equal 
to or below 1972 production levels. 


The Post said advocates of the de- 


control conceded it would have a short- 
t«rm inflationary effect 
hut 
that it 


would reduce demand m the long run. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President 


Ford conferred today with the Syrian 
foreign minister to lay the groundwork 
for more peace negotiations in the 
Middle East 


Abdel Halim Khaddam is the highest 


ranking Syrian official to visit the new 
President. 


The meeting is one in a series that 


President Ford will undertake with 
Arab and Israeli leaders in an effort to 
prepare the next stage of negotiations 
for a permanent peace settlement. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kiss- 


inger attended the Oval Office meeting, 
c o n f e r r e d 
w i t h K h a d d a m 
t w i c e 


Thursday. 


Before meeting with Khaddam, Ford 


greeted 100 farm youth to the White 
House and told them "in a very few 
years all of you will be running the 
country so you had better learn how to 
run it better." 


Striding across the dewy Rose Gar- 


den, as the 4-H Club members from 
Michigan and Colorado took his pic- 
ture, Ford noted he had recorded an- 
other first: "You're the first group I've 
had the opportunity to greet here ... 
and I guess this is a first for you, too." 


Ford also planned.to meet during the 


day with the "farm 
family of the 


year," Mr. and Mrs. Julian Fowler of 
Fairbanks, Alaska, and hold a session 
with representatives of senior citizens 
organizations. 


Kissinger and Ford are scheduled to 


meet with Saudi Arabian Foreign Min- 
ister Omar Sakkaf within several days 
and a meeting will take place early 
next month with Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin. 


Massive arms shipments received by- 


Syria from the Soviet Union are caus- 
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ing concern among United States and 
Israeli officials. 


The officials question whether Syria 


plans f u r t h e r , m i l i t a r y moves or 
whether it would consider additional 
peace negotiations. 


U.S officials say that Khaddam has 


taken a "conciliatory vein" in talks 
with Kissinger. The secretary of state 
plans to be the host of a dinner tonight 
for the foreign minister.

ing were U.S. Ambassador to Syria 
Richard Murphy, Syrian Ambassador 
to the United States Salah Kabbani and 
Dr. Arafic Jouejati, an aide to the for- 
eign minister.

Doctors reported that a blood clot 


had been detected in his right leg and 
on Thursday expressed concern that 
the clot might travel to his remaining 
lung The anticoagulant medicine is in- 
tended to dissolve the clot.

No precise dates have been set for 


the two-day summit meeting, which 
Ford proposed on Aug 12 He said he 
would preside at that gathering. 


The White House spokesman said the

agreed on these goals for the confer- 
ence : 


—Clarify the nation's economic con- 


dition. 


— Study causes of the present eco- 


nomic situation. 


— Define areas of hardship requiring 


immediate attention. 


— Develop a consensus on basic pol- 


icies to be followed to combat inflation 


— Explore new, realistic approaches 


to deal with inflation. 


The conference planners expect 25 to

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Capitol Hill gets taste 
of Rockefeller's style 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Nelson A. 


Rockefeller has given Capitol Hill its 
first taste of his political style, turning 
a series of courtesy calls on key mem- 
bers of Congress into a campaign tour 
complete with handshaking and kisses. 


"It was perfectly natural That's the 


way 1 always am," he told the pack of 
reporters that trailed him on Thursday 
through the Capitol and five Senate and 
House Office Buildings. 


Nominated for the vice presidency by 


President Ford just two days earlier, 
Rockefeller was laying the groundwork 
for his confirmation hearings by vis- 
iting all members of the Senate Rules 
Committee and a few key members of 
the House Judiciary Committee. 


The two p a n e l s have a l r e a d y 


launched 
preliminary probes into 


Rockefeller's background, and 
it is 


likely to be at least mid-September be- 
fore formal confirmation hearings can 
start. 


At the day's last Capitol Hill stop, 


House Republican Leader John J. 
Rhodes said he thinks the House and 
Senate can approve the Rockefeller 
nomination in time to adjourn for the 
year on Oct. 15. 


Rockefeller then sped off to the State 


Department for a visit with Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger, who once 
worked for him, before attending a 
White House dinner with 
President 


Ford. Later he flew on his private 
plane back to his Seal Harbor, Maine, 
vacation retreat. 


Aides said Rockefeller plans to re- 


main there until after Labor Day. 


Starting with a 9:30 a.m. meeting 


with Sen. James O. Eastland, D-Miss., 
the Senate's presiding officer until a 


new vice president is approved, 
Rockefeller rarely rested until the late 
afternoon session with Rhodes. 


"This is a great way to start the 


day," he declared, as two secretaries 
kissed him in the doorway ot Sen John 
L. McClellan, D-Ark. 


When a girl asked for a vice presi- 


dential autograph, Rockefeller replied, 
"I'll sign it as a nominee for vice presi- 
dent." 


And he repeatedly 
told well-wish- 


ers, "I'm keeping my fingers crossed." 


In the morning, he usually signed 


"Nelson Rockefeller." By afternoon, it 
had been shortened to "Rocky " 


His reception seemed as equally 


warm from Democrats as from Re- 
publicans. Two New York Democratic 
congressmen, Reps. Charles B. Rangel 
of Manhattan and Benjamin S. Rosen- 
thai of Queens, greeted him enthu- 
siastically. 


"It's like Alice in Wonderland," ex- 


claimed Rockefeller to Rosenthal, who 
teased, "The FBI was in to see me 
about you.

House tax bill writers try 
to cheer gloomy investors 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Chairman 


Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., of the tax- 
writing House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, is trying to spread some cheer 
"along a gloomy Wall Street with a re- 
minder that tax revision may be on the 
'way. 
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After the stock market closed 


Thursday at its lowest since July 14, 
1970, Mills' office released a statement 
that noted the sagging market. 


It said the tax revision bill to "be 


given final consideration by the com- 
mittee beginning Sept. II will include a 
number of provisions in the area of 
capital gains and losses, which should 
be of material benefits to taxpayers 
and investors across the nation." 


Among these provisions will be a re- 


duction in the capital gains tax for as- 
sets held more than five years so that 
no more than 30 per cent of the gain on 
the sale of the assets would be subject 
to tax. 


The bill also .would give all home- 


owners the relief now afforded to lax- 
payers over 65 on the sale of a personal 
residence. If enacted, the amendment 
would allow any gain on the sales price 
of a residence up to $35,000 to escape 
taxation. On amounts above that, a pro 
rata reduction would be provided. 


Mills also said the bill would increase 


the investment tax credit — from 4 per 
cent to 7 per cent — for property used 
mainly for supplying electricity or gas 
to local distribution systems. That 
would put it at the level already avail- 
able for other industries. 


He said he expects his committee "to 


resume work promptly on the final 
draft of tax legislation" on Sept. 11 and 
to swiftly send a bill to the House, 
where "I believe that (it) 
will be 


passed promptly ... in time for the Sen- 
ate to act favorably on it before ad- 
journment." 


The bill also contains a new min- 


imum tax proposal to take away from 
the wealthy an estimated $400 million 
more each year. In place of various 
miscellaneous but popular deductions, 
such as the one for state gasoline taxes, 
the average itemizing taxpayer would 
find a so-called "simplification deduc- 
tion" letting him claim up to $650. 


Average taxpayers also would find a 


boost in the maximum standard deduc- 
tion used by those who do not itemize, 
rising from $2,000 to $2,500. There also 
would be a hike in the minimum stan- 
dard deduction that helps low-income 
taxpayers, increasing from $1,300 to 
$1,400 for singles and $1,500 for couples 
filing jointly. 


Oilmen would see their 22 per cent 


depletion allowance, which saves them 
between $2 billion and $3 billion an- 
nually in federal taxes, phased out over 
three years, with the first cut going 
into effect retroactively to the start ot 
this year.

Jury rules that youth 
murdered 4 in family, 
then took own life 


PARK RIDGE, 111. (AP) - A coro- 


ner's jury has ruled that Jeffrey 
Fuchs, 17, murdered four members of 
his family June 1-4 and then committed 
suicide 


The jury deliberated 15 minutes be- 


fore reaching its decision on Thursday 
The panel said the boy killed his father, 
Raymond. 49, his mother, Ruth, 48; a 
brother, Scott, 15, and a sister, Lynda, 
14.

swallowing drugs and alcohol He set 
off an incendiary device to cover up the 
murders, the panel said

position party, called for abandonment 
of two other decrees that the president 
issued between January and April of 
this year. The smaller Democratic Uni- 
fication party urged amnesty for the 
171 persons convicted under the can- 
celed decrees and the release from cus- 
tody of those awaiting trial.

jin said repeal of the decrees will not 
affect cases that are still pending.

sued Jan. 8, and No 4. issued April ,'i 
The January decree banned acts "to 
deny, oppose, misrepresent or defame" 
Park's rule and made violations pun- 
ishable by 15 years m prison. Decree 
No 4 raised the allowable penalty to 
death. 


The first decree followed 14 weeks of 


steadily growing demonstrations by 
-.tudents, Christian church leaders, in- 
tellectuals and opposition politicians 
urging the restoration of democracy to 
Korea. Park said the demonstrations 
vsere fomented by Communist subver- 
sives 


Of the 171 persons convicted under 


the decrees, 14 were sentenced to death 
and the others to prison terms ranging 
from three \eurs to life 
Five of the 


death sentences were commuted to life 
imprisonment, and the other nine have 
not been carried out 


Among those convicted were a for- 


mer president, Yun Posun; Roman 
Catholic Bishop Daniel Tji, a poet, Kim 
Chi-ha; and Paik Ki-wan. a nationally 
known political scientist. 


Of the two decrees Park left in effect,

Cyprus conference bid 
seen as Moscow ploy

Moscow's proposal for an 18-nation 


conference on Cyprus is a Soviet ploy to 
get a foot in the door. 


The Soviet statement cited the "spe- 


cial responsibility for the maintenance 
of international peace and security" of

the five permanent members of the 
United Nations Security Council. The 
Soviet Union, of course, is one of those, 
with the United States, China, France 
and Britain. 


The Soviet problem is that the United 


States is all too prominent in 
the 


search for a solution and there jw-rns 
no room for the Russians. The problem 
involves two American allies, members 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion, Greece and Turkey, plus Britain 
as a guarantor with Greece and Turkey 
of the 1960 Cyprus treaty that made the 
island at least nominally independent. 


Soviet diplomacy seems to regard 


Cyprus as an important part in a much 
bigger picture that involves the whole 
Middle East. The Soviet press has been 
complaining that there 
would have 


been no Cyprus problem had not NATO 
plotted to impinge on the island's inde- 
pendence to insure the future of two 
British nuclear bases there. 


Obviously, if possible, the Russians 


would like to bring abou) a situation 
wherein those bases were untenable. 
After all, Cyprus is only 100 or so miles 
off the Syrian-Lebanese coast and only 
a short distance from Egypt and the 
Suez Canal, and thus its geography in- 
volves it in Soviet strategic thinking. 


What had existed on Cyprus had been 


satisfactory for the time being to Mos- 
cow, which could regard the presiden- 
tial rule of Archbishop Makanos as 
neutral and perhaps even leaning East 
a bit. 


The Archbishop was overthrown in a 


coup which would have joined Cyprus 
to a Greece ruled by a military dicta- 
torship. But that backfired in July and 
toppled the Greek generals' junta. Tur- 
key invaded Cyprus to protect the Tur- 
kish minority. 


At first Moscow encouraged 
the 


Turks to feel they could call on the 
Russians for help if needed. But with 
the 
fall of the generals. Moscow 


seemed to see a chance for gam on two 
sides of the fence and turned e.xtremelv 


cautious, blaming neither Greeks nor 
Turks and confining itself to belabor- 
ing NATO as the real villain. 


But, to Moscow's annoyance, its par- 


ticipation is not needed in the Cyprus 
peace quest any more than is a big 
power conference. The guarantor pow- 
ers can reach a settlement if they have 
the will. 


It seems clear that the conference the 


Russians seek would accomplish little 
but to muscle Moscow's way into the 
negotiations and perhaps hinder more 
than help them

Dairy plant security check-off killed 


Post-Crescent Madison bureau 


MADISON — The state Board of Ag- 


riculture has retreated from its earlier 
decision in favor of a check-off assess- 
ment for milk producers in Wisconsin 
to finance the state's dairy plant secu- 
rity program. 


Pressured by a strong lobbying force 


headed by the 18,000-member Associ- 
ated Milk Producers. Inc., Mid-State 
Region and first-hand advice that such 
a proposal would surely die in the leg- 
islature, the seven-member board re- 
luctantly agreed Thursday to continue 
the present state-financed" surveillance 
and audit program. 


The decision to rescind the action 


taken at its July meeting and to keep 
the check-off issue out of the depart- 
ment's 1975-77 budget proposals car- 
ried with it the general understanding 
that the entire issue of dairy plant 
security would be settled by the legisla- 
ture next year. 


Sen. 
Walter Chilsen, R-Wausau, 


chairman of the Senate's Agriculture 
and Rural Development Committee and 
an opponent of the check-off proposal. 
told the board that a bill would defi- 
nitely be introduced concerning the 
program and that the matter w i l l be 
settled after a series of statewide hear- 
ings. 


At its July meeting, the board ac- 


cepted a Department of Agriculture 


budget proposal that would call for a 
one-month assessment of one cent-per- 
100 pounds of milk on every milk pro- 
ducer in the state. Proceeds from this 
assessment, which were expected to 
reach $160,000 for the biennium, were 
to be used to finance the administrative 
costs of the present program, as well 
as to guarantee 
farmers the money 


they lost because of a dairy plant clos- 
ing. 


Under the present program, dairy 


plants resort to bonding to pay off their 
debts to the milk producers. 


Some plants have operated 
under 


trustee agreements, however. 


The announcement that the depart- 


ment would propose a one cent check- 
off brought a flood of mail to board 
members, as well as to Chilsen and As- 
sembly Agriculture Committee chair- 
man 
Rep. David O'Malley, D-Wau- 


nakee. Everyone reported 
that 
the 


response from dairy farm operators 
was negative to the check-off proposal. 


The bigge.st complaint was against 


the proposed use of the funds to guar- 
antee milk producers the money owed 
to them by the processors. The farmers 
claim that they already are provided 
guarantees, either through AMPI or 
through co-ops. 


Another portion of the proposal that 


received heavy opposition was a clause 
that gave the department the power to 
assess farmers 
for another 
month's 


supply of milk in case the supply of 
funds was used up. 


Board member James Runde, Cuba 


City, favored the proposal and chas- 
tised board members who voted to res- 
cind the July action, adding that "just 
because you get a little heat, you want 
to change everything." 


Another board member, Kieran Pow- 


ers of Lyndon Station, suggested that 
the department use a check-off system 
only to finance the administrative costs 
of the present program and not as a 
guarantee, but his motion failed to re- 
ceive a second.

its surveillance of pet food manufac- 
turers because inflation is forcing low- 
income persons to supplement their 


diets with heavily advertised dog foods. 


The rules which the board agreed to 


consider would amend guidelines af- 
fecting 
sanitation, 
manufacturing 


equipment and techniques of using dye 
and dicing to give visual appeal to pro- 
cessed meat. 


E. D. Baker, administrator of meat 


inspection, said the rules would apply 
to 69 Wisconsin manufacturers, some 
of whom produce pet food "without 
much regard for public health." 


The board 
adopted bacteriological 


standards for ice cream and other fro- 
zen desserts, subject to review by a 
legislative committee. 


Food Division administrator Norman 


Kirschbaum expressed concern "about 
the age of some of the surplus Grade A 
milk going into butter and cheese." 


Standards currently apply to dairy 


barns and the dairy plants' delivery de- 
partments, but not necessarily to the 
milk by the time it is being manufac- 
tured into cheese, ice cream and other 
products, he said.

HORTONVILLE - 
With more than 


$100,000 in local assistance funds left to 
pay strikers, 31 remaining Hortonville 
Education Association (HEA) 
mem- 


bers are ready to return to the picket 
lines Monday for continued protest of a 
contract dispute that led to their being 
fired last spring. 


At the same time, Michael Wisnoski, 


HEA president, said several legal ac- 
tions were in progress in an effort to 
win back pay, reinstatement of fired 
teachers and relief for alleged miscon- 
duct by the Hortonville Board of Edu- 
cation and school administration. 


The legal action involves appeals to 


the Wisconsin Supreme Court and a re- 
filing of earlier dismissed and now 
amended charges of discriminatory 
treatment and illegal hiring to the Cir- 
cuit Court. 


Meanwhile, Marvin Obry, superin- 


tendent, said today he has a full teach- 
ing staff, including seven members of 
the HEA. Wisnoski claimed that only 
four HEA members returned 
to the 


Hortonville schools. 


Obry said he has not requested any 


police protection for next Monday when 
teachers come for orientation. He also 
has no plans for father or mother aides 
in the hallways of the schools, but said 
he is taking a wait-and-see attitude on 
whether to take special measures, as 
he did last spring during the height of 
the strike activity. 


The superintendent 
criticized 
the 


HEA strikers when he learned they 
would be returning to the picket line. 
He said he believed they were a detri- 
ment to education. 


Wisnoski said the strikers would pi- 


cket and carry on strike activities as 
long as they were supported 
finan- 


cially. Over $300,000 was collected since 
the strike began last March, and part 
of that still is left for operating 
the 


'strike headquarters and paying the 
strikers. 


Over 80 teachers struck the school 


district over a dispute in talks for the 
1974-75 contract. While tentative agree- 
ment had been worked out on the 1973- 
74 pact, its final approval hinged on 
successful bargaining on the next 
year's pact. 


Most of the teachers remained with 


the striking unit through the remain- 
der of the school year. Bui this fall, 
Wisnoski said there were 31 left, as the 
others have chosen different avenues. 


According to Wisnoski, six entered 


private business, 21 took other teaching

rens wen.1 triggered at 9:12 a.m. today 
in an unrehearsed mock disaster simu- 
lating an explosion at the Wauoaca 
Foundry Plant No. 1. 


Arriving at. the scene within minutes 


were the volunteer fire department and 
two ambulances. 


City and county police departments 


blocked traffic to (he area and rerouted 
the t r a f f i c on Mill and Division streets. 


An estimated 20 workers had earlier 


been prepared and were waiting at the 
plant along floors w i t h cosmetic burn 
marks, contusions, other injuries and 
heart attacks.

f i r s t 
patients arrived at 
the 


emergency room of Riverside Commu- 
nity Hospital here eight minutes after 
the hospital received the call from the 
scene of the simulated disaster. 


Two doctors and a 
f u l l emergency 


staff were at the hospital. Twelve off- 
duty personnel and a t h i r d doctor also 
were called to the hospital. 


At 9:37 a.m. patients s t i l l were being 


brought into the hospital. Eight per- 
sons were under treatment and others 
among the "injured" s t i l l were being 
picked up at the plant.
